Owing  to  weather  conditions  our  stock  of  plants  is  limited, 
However,  what  we  have  to  offer  will  be  nice,  strong,  healthy,  and 
fully  up  to  the  standard  in  quality  from  the  fact  that  while  the 
early  part  of  the  growing  season  was  unfavorable  the  latter  part 
was  such  as  to  make  every  plant  that  rooted  a plant  not  to  be 
ashamed  of,  and  which  we  know  will  please  you.  We  do  want  to 
say,  however,  that  last  year  was  a money  loser  with  us  in  selling 
plants,  and  we  would  have  made  considerable  more  had  we  kept 
the  plants  for  fruit— in  other  words  we  sold  our  plants  too  cheap, 
and  we  feel  it  advisable  therefore  as  a matter  of  business  for  our 
protection  against  further  loss  this  season  to  advance  the  price 
about  one-third,  and  we  doubt  whether  this  will  take  care  of  the  dif- 
ference, as  plants  against  fruit,  and  especially  so  with  varieties 
such  as  Campbell’s  Early,  Lupton,  Liberty  Bell,  Kellog’s  Premier 
and  Chesapeake.

tageous to  them.  However,  it  is  our  desire  to  take  care  of  our  re- 
tail trade,  and  therefore  provided  your  order  reaches  us  promptly 
after  receipt  of  this  folder,  believe  we  will  be  able  to  take  care  of 
you.  Therefore,  if  you  prefer  to  buy  your  requirements  from  us 
send  in  your  order  at  once,  and  we  will  fill  it  to  your  satisfaction — 
all  stock  true  to  name,  and  plants  from  new  beds — thoroughly  mar- 
ketable.

Plants  are  dormant  at  this  time  and  in  excellent  condition  to 
handle. 

We  acknowledge  receipt  of  all  orders  as  soon  as  possible  after 
receiving  the  order,  unless  plants  are  shipped  by  parcel  post  in  a 
few  days  after  being  received. 

PAYMENTS — Send  Express  or  P.  O.  Money  Orders,  they  are 
safe,  Draft  or  Registered  Letter.  Do  not  send  cash  in  ordinary  let- 
ters to  us.  Stamps  will  be  taken  for  $1.00  to  $2.00,  but  for  not  more 

than  $2.00;  we  cannot  use  them.  Checks  from  our  old  reliable  cus- 
tomers are  O.  K.,  but  10c  extra  for  exchange  must  be  added  to  all 

personal  checks. 


OUR  GUARANTEE — “That  our  plants  are  the  equal  of  plants 
grown  anywhere.  That  they  are  bred  from  the  purest  strains*  and 
that  they  are  fully  selected  at  the  time  of  digging.  Thd,t  our  pack- 
ing is  perfect,  and  that  every  package  of  plants  will  be  delivered  to 
the  carrier  in  fresh  condition.”  Further  than  this  we  ^annot  guar- 
antee, as  we  have  no  control  over  the  shipment  after  it  leaves  our 
hands.  All  claims  for  adjustment  should  be  made  promptly  on  re- 
ceipt of  plants,  advising  us  the  number  of  plants  short;  also  the 
number  of  each  variety  you  have  received,  and  humbbr  of  crates 
received  containing  the  plants.

I am  having  three  photographs  sent  you  showing  the  plot 
of  land  where  we  have  been  picking  the  Campbell’s  Early. 

I have  the  measurement  of  the  land  of  the  Campbell’s  Early,  but 
do  not  have  the  figures  right  here.  It  is  a little  over  an  acre,  and 
thus  far  our  receipts  have  been  around  $1100.00  When  we  get 
through  I will  try  to  give  you  some  interesting  figures.  We  have 
already  picked  over  the  Campbell’s  Early  five  times  and  expect  to 
have  at  least  another  fairly  good  picking.  It  of  course  depends 
upon  how  long  this  dry  weather  lasts. 

By  the  way,  I certainly  will  want  to  set  out  some  Luptons 
another  year,  and  if  you  have  them  for  sale  I want  you  to  save 
for  me  at  least  10,000. 

For  your  information  want  to  say  I got  some  Liberty  Bells  from 
South  Jersey,  which  I set  out  last  July,  on  the  recommendation  of 
a friend,  and  while  they  did  not  make  runners,  the  hills  themselves 
have  borne  very  heavily  and  these  brought  30c  a quart  in  the  mar- 
ket this  morning.  They  are  not  as  smooth  a berry  as  I would  like 
to  have,  but  I am  not  going  to  condemn  them  before  I get  them 
growing  in  a bed.  They  undoubtedly  will  be  too  rough  to  grow  in 
hills.
